They expressed belief that the report might have been put — 
out as alleged justification for an intended movement of Axis 
troops into Tunisia to prepare a line against the Americans.

SUNK, NAZIS CLAIM 


14 Others Hit: by Bombs or 
Torpedoes Off Africa, Com- 
munique Says. 


BERLIN (From German Broad- 
casts), Nov. 10 (AP).—The German 
high command said today that U- 
boats and planes have sunk three 
Allied ships, including a cruiser, a 
transport and a corvette, and hit 14 
others with bombs or torpedoes off 
the French North African coast. 
(There was,no Allied confirma- 
tion of the Nazi claims). 

Two cruisers were hit by tor- 
pedoes and one of them blew up, 
the communique said. Hinting that 
the second also sank, the com- 
munique said “the sinking of the 
other could not be observed owing 
to heavy smoke clouds.” 

The bombed cruiser was said 
to have been left in flames. 

“In addition,” the communique 
said, “eight big merchant ships, in- 
cluding a passenger liner of 19,000 
tons and a transport ship of 10,000 
tons were repeatedly hit.” 
Supplementing this air action, it 
said, were daylight submarine at- 
tacks in which a corvette and a 
14,000-ton transport were reported 
sunk and another 18,000-ton trans-

“In a night attack against a pro- 
tected cruiser squadron,” the com- 
munique added, “two of the enemy 
warships were torpedoed, one blow- 
ing up while the sinking of other 
could not be definitely ascer- 
tained.”

Ex-Ambassador Henry-Haye Free to Com- 
municate With France — Roosevelt 
Rebukes Laval as Puppet. 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 10 (AP).— 
Switzerland has taken over the 


representation of Vichy French in- 
terests in the United States, it was 
disclosed by the State Department 
today. 

Former French Ambassador 
Gaston Henry-Haye was free to 
communicate with his Government 
through the Swiss legation, it was 
said. 

In answer to questions as to the 
status of French diplomats and 
consular officials in this country, 
State Department officials. empha- 
sized that Henry-Haye is free to 
come and go in every respect. 

Neither he nor his subordinates 
in Washington or elsewhere are 
being held incommunicado, said 
the officials, who declined to be 
quoted by na 

No Restrittion on Aids. 

Subordinate officers of the Em- 
bassy here are living in their 
home and no restriction, has been 
placed on their movements by the 
United States Government, the of- 
ficial said. However, Henry-Haye 
has requested them to confine 
their movements to such necessary 
trips as shopping and the like. 

French consular officials in other 
parts of the country have been re- 
quested likewise to confine their 
movements to necessary trips. Of- 
ficials said they may communicate 
freely with the Embassy here and 
are being given the protection of 
Government agents wherever they 
may be. 

Officials emphasized that the 


status of the Vichy diplomats and 


consular officials is not to be com- 
pared with that of German, Japa- 
nese and Italian officials after the 
declarations of war last December. 

They pointed out that there had 
been no declaration of war by 
Vichy or the United States and 
stressed as significant President 
Roosevelt’s statement late yester- 
day that, whatever the diplomatic 
technicalities might be, the United 
States has not severed relations 
with the French people. 

Roosevelt’s Statement. 

President Roosevelt’s statement 
said: 

“The representative of this Gov- 
ernment at Vichy has reported that 
last evening M, Laval, chief of the 
Government of Vichy, notified him 
that diplomatic relations between 
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Vichy and this Government had 
been severed, I regret this action 
on the part of M. Laval. 
“He is evidently still speaking 
the, language prescribed by Hitler. 
“The Government of the United 
States can do nothing about this 
severance of relations on the part 
of the Vichy Government. 
“Nevertheless, no act of Hitler 
or of any of his puppets, can sever 
relations between the American, 
people and the people of France. 
We have not broken. relations 
with the French. We never will. 
“This Government will continue

LONDON, Nov. 10 (AP).—Adolf 
Hitler, Benito Mussolini and Pierre 
Laval were reported meeting in 
Rome today, and unofficial quar-

vances in North Africa. 

The likeliest spot for the Italian 
fleet, Axis air forces and possibly 
the French fleet to strike ap- 
peared to be Tunisia, through 
which President Roosevelt has 
said the American expeditionary 
force intends to advance to attack 
Marshal Erwin Rommel from the 
rear. 

The meeting of Axis leaders in 
Rome, was reported by Retters 
news agency in a dispatch “from 
the French frontier.” 

This report followed the state- 
ment from the Berlin radio yes- 
terday that Laval had left Vichy 
for “an unannounced destination.” 
The Berlin broadcast emphasized 
that he had not, as is usual, gone 
to Paris. 

It was believed that the Italians, 
facing the prospect of Allied con- 
trol of the whole southern Med- 
iterranean shore, would attempt 
some desperate counterstroke. 

Laval’s inclusion in an Axis con- 
ference was considered natural 
since the,Gergaan Foreign Office 
spokesman said yesterday that the 
new situation in North Africa af- 
fects the terms of the French-Ger- 
man armistice. 

A change in armistice terms 
could concern either the use by 
the Axis of the French fleet, or 
the occupation of the rest of 
France or available parts of the 
French Empire. 

There wes some speculation that 
the French fleet might attempt to 
put in at Bizerte, the best naval 
base on the French African coast, 
before American forces under 
Lieut.

Victor H. Maurath, executive 
secretary of the Missouri-Illinois 
Food Distributors, seconded this 
view, reporting that St. Louis had 
an ample supply of coffee on hand 
for wholesale, retail and roaster 
outlets until the news of rationing 
started a buying rush. 

Maurath elicited applause from 
the audience of some 200 business 
men when he asserted, “We be- 
lieve OPA reports could use some 
type of English we could under- 
stand,” referring to the ambiguity 
of many reports. 

Favors Larger Coffee Ration. 
Selsor advocated.a more liberal 
coffee ration for adults during the 
winter months, suggesting one 
pound per adult every three 
weeks, on the ground that many 
who work in the open use coffee 
as a “pickup,” and may be forced 
to turn to liquor. 

The grocers’ representative rec- 
ommended shortening of store 
hours, suggesting that daily hours 
of 9 a. m. to 6:30 p. m. and Sat- 
urday hours of 9 a. m. to 8 p. m.

Carried From Far Away

Those Advertising Here for Servants— 
Employment Agencies Closing. 


) Householders Among 


Although a good domestic serv- 
ant (or even a mediocre one) is 
about as hard to find in St. Louis 
these days as an unemployed tool 
and die maker, the classified ad- 
vertising columns of the Post-Dis- 
patch have been carrying appeals 
from optimistic householders. as 
far afield as Chicago and Enid, 
Ok. 

The long-distance appeals to the 
almost mythical unemployed serv- 
ant in St, Louis approached the 
lyrical. A Chicago family held out 
such bait as this: “Will have own 
room, bath, radio, in pleasant com- 
pletely modern home located resi- 
denial suburb.” The Enid fam- 
ily wrote temptingly: “Competent 
man on place to handle heavy 
work, laundress comes in; will live 
in own beautiful modern apart- 
ment with private bath.” 
Employment agencies here told 
a Post-Dispatch reporter today 
the Chicago and Enid folk are al- 
most certainly doomed to disap- 
point in spite of their hints of 
kindness and pampering. They 
said the householder’s problem in 
Chicago and Enid can’t possibly 
be any worse than it is in St. 
Louis. Former and potential do- 
mestic servants here are moving 
steadily into war-plant or depart- 
ment-store jobs, just like their col- 
leagues in every other United 


States city. Even with wages up 
to $80 a month in some cases, 
with board and comfortable liv- 
ing quarters, generous carfare 
and a five-day week, few: women 
are willing to enter domestic em- 
ployment. | 

The United States Employment 
Service here has closed its domes- 
tic help department. Mrs. Jen- 
hie C, Buckner, head of the 
women’s employment office of the 
Urban League, a social agency for 
Negroes, said she received an av- 
erage of 300 to 400 applications 
for domestic servants every month 
that she could not fill. 


Private agencies said, there are 
no young white servants available 
now, and by the end of December 
there probably will be none even 
in the older age groups. 


One private domestic employ- 
ment agency said its files in Sep- 
tember, 1941, listed several hun- 
dred beginners. Last September 
the files listed five beginners. Each 
of the five was placed at once, and 
each resigned at the end of the 
first week to take a position in 
industry.

Employe groups, reporting 
through the labor organizations 
and key men within business estab- 
lishments, had the largest portion 
of pledges reported yesterday—

The largest pledge reported at 
yesterday’s meeting was from em- 
ployes of the Carter Carburetor 
Co., who contributed 100 per cent 
in the amount of $23,500.

WASHINGTON, Nov. 10 (AP) —— 
President Roosevelt made public 
today a report of the War Man- 
power Commission’s management- 


immediate enactment of compul- 
sory national service legislation 
and urging tightening of Govern- 
mental man power machinery. 


The unanimous report, calling on 
“Government, industry, agriculture 
and labor for strong leadership, 
aggressive action and maximum 
co-operation,” made these specific 
recommendations: 


1. That authority and responsi- 
bility for formulating an over-all 
man power program integrated 
with military and production 
planning be centralized in the. 
chiefs of staffs of the Army and 
Navy, the lend-lease administra- 
tor and the chairmen of the War 
Production Board and the WMC. 

2. That voluntary enlistments 
in the armed forces be stopped 
and that the selective service sys- 
tem be placed under the WMC 
and authorized to make special 
draft calls by direction of the 
Army and Navy for men with 
specialized skills. 

8. That military and civilian 
trainiag programs conducted in 
non-military educational institu- 
tions be co-ordinated by WMC 
Chairman Paul V. McNutt. 

4. That the WMC’s employ- 
ment service be made “the pri- 
mary clearance agency for the 
recruitment and employment of 
workers” and “a strong adminis- 
trative and operating organiza- 
tion” for the WMC, with Con- 
gress providing the necessary 
additional turfds and removing 
“impediments.” 
After the report was released, 

Democratic Congressional leaders 
met with President Roosevelt at 
the White House for one of their 
periodic surveys of the legislative 
situation. House Majority Leader 
McCormack told reporters that 
Congressional action did not ap- 
pear likely in the immediate fu- 
ture on the man power question, 
and indicated the administration 
would make every effort to solve 
it through voluntary means rather 
than by compulsory legislation.

At the same time, the report ac- 
knowledged that “experiences in 
the months which lie ahead may 
reveal that the executive branch 
of the Government requires sup- 
plementary authority from the 
Congress in order to carry for- 
ward the man-power program in 
ani effective manner.” 

It added that the committee 
“therefore” would continue with 
a study begun last Aug. 14 at Mc- 
Nutt’s request of “fundamental 
questions of policy that must be 
solved as a prerequisite to the 
preparation of an appropriate na- 
tional war service law.” 

McNutt, who has several times 
declared such a law to be “imper- 
ative” but has added that “the 
timing is a matter for the Presi- 
dent and for Congress,” termed the 
report “quite satisfactory” at the 
time he submitted it to the Pres- 
ident a week ago, 


83 VICIOUS BEARS 
KILLED BY RANGERS 
IN YELLOWSTONE 


CHICAGO, Nov. 10 (AP). 
Eighty-three bears have been 
killed in Yellowstone Park this 
year because they were dangerous 
to life and property, the National 
Park Service disclosed today. 

Victor H. Cahalane, head of the 
service’s wild life section, reported 
that forest rangers have shot 55 
of the black bears and 28 of the 
grizzlies that the braver tourists 
used to feed out of their hands. 

He said a nurse, Miss Martha 
Hansen. of Nebraska, had been; 
killed by the bear in Yellowstone 
this year (the first fatality among 
10 million visitors to the park), 
that 280 persons had been injured 
by bears and 118 cases of damage 
to property reported, 

“The situation required positive 
action,” Cahalene explained, “But 
there was no general indictment 
of the bear population. Each bear 
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shot was known to have been a 
potential killer or a menace to 
property. In numerous cases bears 
were killed after having been live- 
trapped several times and released 
deep in the forest. But they al- 
ways came back to continue their 
depredations.” 2

Civilian Supply to Be 
Limited to 70 Pct. of 
1941 Total — Armed 
‘ Forces to Get Increase. 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 10 (AP). 
—If you bought three steaks a 
month last year, you’re now en- 
titled to only two and the extra 
one goes to the armed forces or 
to our Allies abroad, 

That’s the edict of the Office 
of Price Administration under the 
terms of a new cut in beef allow- 
ances for civilians effective imme- 
diately to make certain the men 
fighting this war “have all the 
meat they require.” 

Deputy Administrator Paul M. 

O’Leary announced the order re- 
ducing by an additional 10 per 
cent the amount of beef which 
slaughterers may put on the mar- 
ket for civilians in the_Oct, 1 
Dec. 31 quarter. This brought de- 
liveries down to 70 per cent of 
the amount sold in the same quar- 
ter of 1941, 
The OPA forbade slaughterers 
from exceeding their quotas by 10 
per cent in any quarter, with the 
privilege of chopping that amount 
off the quota for the following pe- 
riod. Those who have already ex- 
ceeded the 70 per cent figure for 
this quarter must stop deliveries 
for civilian use for the remainder 
of the year. ! 

Quotas for veal, 100 per cent of 
1941 deliveries, lamb and mutton, 
95 per cent, and pork, 75 per cent, 
were left unchanged. 

The action followed a recom- 
mendation from the War Produc- 
tion Board’s Foods Requirements 
Committee, which said military 
and lend-lease authorities had been 
unable to obtain the required 
amount of beef. 

O’Leary announced that peti- 
tions for increased quotas in areas 
where the population has increased 
would not be granted “because 
such increases would have to be 
deducted from supplies for the 
armed forces.” 

The meat quotas apply to pack- 
ers who slaughter more than 500,- 
000 pounds of controlled meat in 
a quarter. Smaller slaughterers 
are restricted in their deliveries 
to their delivéries of each kind of 
meat in the corresponding quarter 
of 1941, 


WON'T LIST COFFEE DEALERS 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 10 (AP) — 
Neither retailers nor wholesalers 
will be required to register for 
coffee rationing beginning Nov. 29, 
the Office of Price Administration 
announced yesterday. 

They will build up stocks during 
the week from Nov. 22 to 29, dur- 
ing which no sales will be made to 
the public.

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Small German Groups Re- 
pulsed at Stalingrad — 
Attack North of Tuapse 
Beaten Back. 


MOSCOW, Nov. 10 (AP).—The 
German drive on Stalingrad and 
the push toward the Georgian mili- 
tary highway in the Central Cau- 
cus appeared to have dwindled to- 
day to light clashes in widely sep- 
arated sectors, but the Russians 
reported they were blasting away 
at Nazi positions and cutting down 
enemy strength wherever it was 


encountered, 

The noon communique said that 
the Germans succeeded in crossing 
a river northeast of Tuapse on the 


Black Sea in the Western Cau- 
casus, but were driven back by 
Soviet troops. Another Nazi at- 
tack in a sector of the Nalchik 
front in the Centra] Caucasus like- 
wise was repulsed and several 
tanks destroyed, it was asserted. 

At Stalingrad there was only 
light activity, the Soviet high com- 
mand said, and on the once flam- 
ing front northwest of the city, 
the communique reported only a 
raid behind enemy lines in which 
36 Germans were killed, 

The midnight communique also 
told of only minor engagements. 
In the Nalchik region, it said, 
Russian troops were waging “ac- 
tive operations” and _ inflicting 
heavy losses on the Germans, Four 
hundred Germans were reported 
killed and 14 tanks disabled or 
destroyed there. 

Near Mozdok, another focal point 
of the Nazis’ Central Caucasus 
drive, the Germans made light at- 
tacks on Russian positions, then 
withdrew to their original lines, 
leaving 160 dead behind, the com- 
munique said. A German head- 
quarters “was routed” and pris- 
oners taken, it asserted. 

A German transport of 3000 tons 
was reported sunk in the Black 
Sea. 

(The Germans reported the cap- 
ture of several heights between 
Novorossisk and Tuapse, declaring 
Russian counterattacks were re- 
pelled. Northeast of Mozdok in 
the central Caucasus “a German 
attack which was made ih a vio- 
lent snowstorm smashed a Soviet 
cavalry regimegt and another en- 
emy group,” the communique said.

(A United Press — — 
whose copy was made available to 
other news services through a 
pool arrangement reported that 
Eisenhower said he wished to em- 
phasize that Giraud will be “re- 
sponsible” for military and civil 
affairs in the French North Af- 
rican area). 

Giraud only recently escaped 
from Vichy’s police and had not 
yet been in touch with Gen. 
Charles de Gaulle, leader of the 
Fighting French.. Fighting French 
sources, however, said Giraud 
would be welcomed’in their ranks. 

A De Gaullist spokesman said 
that as soon a&’ De Gaulle and 
Giraud can meet the question of 
how they can best work together 
will be quickly settled. 

“You can be sure no superiority 
of rank will play a role between 
two such men in the present 
cause,” he declared. 

This source added that De 
Gaulle’s broadcast yesterday, ap- 
pealing to North African fighting 
men to join the Allied forces, 
“doubtlessly replies to any quts- 
tion about the attitude of the 
Fighting French toward Gen. 
Giraud.” 

Giraud himself Sunday made a 
dramatic appeal.over the Algiers 
radio for French African forces 
to rally around him in support “of 
this unexpected opportunity.” It 
was only a short but crisp broad- 
cast in which he accused the Ger- 
mans of violating the armistice 
terms, 

“America forestalls them,” he 
continued, “and assures us of her 
loyal and distinterested support. 
This is our chance of revival. We 
cannot neglect this opportunity of 
recovery.” 

Although not holding as high 
rank as Gen. Maxime Weygand, 
former French commander in 
North Africa, Giraud is no lesg in- 
fluential. His presence and the 
surrender of Gen. Alphonse Juin 
at Algiers to the Americans in 18 
hours are certain to have a pro- 
found effect in North Africa and

WASHINGTON, Nov. 10 (AP).— 
Secretary of the Navy Knox pre- 
dicted today that the Germans 
would concentrate their submarine 
strength ag@nst American supply 
lines to North Africa in an effort 
to break down the flow of supplies 
to our advancing forces there. 

While declaring that the North 
African campaign is “going well,” 
Knox said he wanted to give “one 
word of warning—that is to point 
out the difficulties and perils that 
attend the supply of this effort in 


‘North. Africa.” 


He said that it was a certainty 
that the Nazis would concentrate 
U-boats against the supply lines, 
withdrawing them from the North 


' Atlantic areas to do so, and that 
every supply ship or convoy would 


have to reach Africa through “an 
ocean of subs.” 

This, he told his press confer- 
ence, would give the Navy “heavy 


additional responsibility.” 


Knox was high in his praise of 


: the Navy’s handling of the initial 


North African operation, calling it 


“as superb a piece of seamanship 


as I have ever known&.” 

He specifically praised Rear Ad- 
miral H. K. Hewitt, the United 
States naval commander, saying

Knox said the North African op- 
eration in his opinion was “in the

Bard Tells Convention Step Would Help Solve 
Man-Power Problem—Suggests 
Possible Methods. 


BOSTON, Nov. 10 (AP).—Ralph 
A. Bard, assistant secretary .of the 
Navy, told the CIO convention to- 
day that, if both management and 
labor would yield a little, they|t 
would provide at least a solution} le 
in part of the man-power problem. 

To those who have been demand- 
ing the opening of a second front, 
Bard said, “Well, you've got it,” 
and urged them to realize that 
their obligations to produce the 
mecessary war equipment had 
thereby been increased. 

“Our one big chance to increase 
production,” he said, “is to increase 
it with the same force that we now 
have... . We can increase the 
output per man in our war indus- 
tries, and labor can carry the ball 
and furnish the leadership in do- 


80, 

“You could, by your own initia- 
tive perhaps, by breaking down 
production quotas, by adopting in- 
centive systems, as they are now 
doing even in Russia, by pushing 
the development of labor-manage- 
ment production: committees, in- 
crease your output to the extent 
that it would equal] the output of 
an additional several million men 
in industry. That’s one of the best 
ways to solve part of the man- 
power problem. 

“One of your CIO unions sug- 
gests that production could be in- 
creased 20 to 30 per cent, so I am 
in part borrowing this suggestion 
from your own ranks.” 

Bard said the nation must avoid 
Germany's method of increasing 
man power by enslaving workers, 
and said it would not even be nec- 
essary to work 66 hours a week as 
the Russians are doing, “although 
only the gods know what will be 
required of us before this job is 
finished.” 

Bard’s speech was applauded 
heartily by the delegates. When 
he had finished, CIO President 
Philip Murray assured him that 
everything he asked labor to do 
“will be done.”

Building Strong Defenses. 
What they are engaged in doing 
is making the northeast shore of 
the island of New Guinea such a 
closely defended network of jungle 
paths, hidden air strips and con- 
cealed listening posts that the 
Japanese high command will never 
again be able to repeat the Buna 
landing ‘of July 21 and the late 
August attempt against Milne Bay. 
Just as the lesser trap at Milne 
Bay was sprung, so the greater 
trap embracing the whole eastern 
half of New Guinea is being closed 
on the Japanese. 

It is exactly eight months yes- 
terday since the Japanese inva- 
sion force, coming from Rabaul, 
New Britain, and the southern 
coast of that island, crossed Huon 
Gulf and stormed Lae and Sala- 
maua. Today the Japanese still 
hold these places, although their 
garrisons have bee ncontinuously 
flailed from aloft by American and 
Australian bombers and fighters 
and their nights have been made 
hideous by the raids of Australian 
guerrillas. 


Japan now knows that it cannot 
hold both New Guinea and the Sol- 
omons. It seems even unlikely 
that it can send a naval force to 
rescue its New Guinea forces and 
employ them in _ the Solomons.

Ex-President Taft on World Relations. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

N view of the controversy concerning 

the participation of the United States 
in a League of Nations to maintain peace 
and order after this war has ended, I 
wish to recall the League to Enforce 
Peace founded in Philadelphia in 1915. 

This league was founded by ex-Presi- 
dent Taft, President Lowell of Harvard 
University and other public-spirited 
American citizens, mainly Republicans. 
The League’s statutes called for the par- 
ticipation of the United States in a 
League of Nations for the pacific settle- 
ment of international disputes and for 
the collective use of economic and mili- 
tary force against all aggressors. On 
May 12, 1915, Mr. Taft publicly declared: 

“IT am aware that membership in this 
league (of nations) would involve, on 
the part of the United States, an obliga- 
tion to take part in European and Asi- 
atic wars, it may be, and that in this re- 
spect it would be a departure from the 
traditional policy of the United States in 
avoiding entangling alliances with Euro- 
pean or Asiatic countries. But I con- 
ceive that the interest of the United 
States, in view of its close business and 
social relations with other countries of 
the world, much closer now than ever 


- before, would justify it, if such a league |} 


could be formed, in running the remote, 
risk of such a war in order to make more 
probable the securing of the inestimable 
boon of peace to the world, an object 
of desire that now seems so far away.” 

How sane and prophetic were ex-Presi- 
dent Taft's views in 1915 when he viewed 
our neighbors who are much closer now 
than ever befere. He did not have a con- 
ception of the airplane at that time, 
which since then has altered time and 
space on this globe. In this shrinking 
world, would not ex-President Taft, were 
he alive today, declare himself. more 
firmly concerning a League of Nations? 
In my opinion, he would.

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NOTICE TO FRANCO. 

The closest European neighbor of French North 
Africa, now being occupied by American forces, is 
Spain. The part of Morocco opposite Gibraltar is 
a Spanish protectorate. In view of Dictator Fran- 
co’s close tie with the Axis, any attempt by Hitler 
and Mussolini to answer the Allied challenge would 
doubtless mean a summons to Spain to enter the 
war. President Roosevelt’s letter to Franco an- 
nouncing the move on North Africa is a courteous 
but firm warning to this Axis tool to stay out of 
the war. 

The President’s letter is couched in the most polite 

of terms. He refers to the friendship between the 
two nations, and he assumes Franco's sincere desire 
to continue that friendship “for our mutual good”— 
a phrase into which the dictator can read what im- 
plications he pleases.

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MR. WILLKIE AND HIS NEW CLIENT. 

Wendell L. Willkie made his first appearance in 
the United States Supreme Court as a member of 
its bar yesterday, and the case which he argued 
holds the promise of settling one of the most con- 
troversial of citizenship issues ever raised in this 
country. 4 

The case was that of William Schneiderman, na- 
tive of Russia and Communist party secretary for 
California; the question is whether his membership 
in that party invalidates his Amenican citizenship. 
Mr. Schneiderman was brought to the United States 
| in 1908, at the age of 3, and was naturalized in 
1927. Two years ago, his citizenship Was canceled 
by the Federal: District Court in San Francisco. | 

In defending this American Communist against 
loss of. his citizenship, Mr. Willkie works for a 
broader ruling than any yet handed’ down by the 
Supreme Court in this hotly debated area. The issue 
in the Harry Bridges contempt case was essentially 
the same as that in the Los Angeles Times contempt 
case; Communism played small part in the final 
‘decision. In the case of Joseph George Strecker, 
Hot Springs restaurant proprietor, the Supreme 
Court limited itself to the fact that Strecker was 
not a “Communist party member at the time pro- 
} ceedings were started against him; thus, if past 
membership was no disqualification, Strecker could 
not be deported. But in the Schneiderman case, the 
Supreme Justices must face the issue raised, not by 
past membership, but by present membership, in- 
deed, by a party post, publicly known. 

Some suspicious souls doubtless will think that 
the fast-branching-out Mr. Willkie was induced to 
take this case by Joseph Stalin in their recent mem- 
orable meeting in Russia. The fact is that Mr. 
Willkie acquired his Communist client a year ago,

Nazi Propaganda

that I have been thinking over a good 

deal of late. I have come to think that 
its long-term results are going to be dif- 
ferent from what was expected by foreign 
observers and by the Nazis themselves. In 
fact, I think that the tone of recent Ger- 
man home propaganda shows that this un- 
expected consequence has already come 
about, 

The Nazis scrapped the old German edu- 
cational system and set up a new one de- 
signed to make the Germans, especially the 
youths and children, into unthinking fa- 
natics, into human machines which the Nazi 
leaders could control and direct for their 
own purposes. It looks to me as if the 
effect of all this hag been to produce in 
the end not single-minded, wholehearted 
fanatics, but something that is at first 
sight almost the opposite of this—namely, 
disillusioned cynics, 

The system did produce single-minded 
zestful fanatics for a time, but as the years 
went on, those manufactured fanatics found 
life losing its zest, and they are now ending 
by getting no zest out of anything. Only 
the crudest material advantage seems to 
have any attraction for them now, 

This doesn’t make the Nazis any the less 
dangerous, They are desperately dangerous 
to us still. But it’s an illuminating change 
to study. 


T that 1 is a point about Nazi education 


There is no doubtsthat German home 
propaganda is efficient, where short-term 
results are concerned. As far as such re- 
sults are concerned, it works, because if it 
doesn’t work, the Nazi propagandists who 
produce it are promptly thrown out of their 
jobs. You don’t find the Nazis sending out 
propaganda to the German people of a uni- 
form tone for weeks or months on end if 
that propaganda does not appeal to the 
German people. 

There has been a most remarkable tone 
in German home propaganda of late, Ten 
weeks ago, I was beginning to suspect, that 
this change was taking place. Since then, 
this new tone has practically become stand- 
ard. It runs uniformly through all Nazi 
home propaganda. The Government is now 
appealing to the Gerfnan people on the most 
crudely materialistic lines. 3 

The difference from the fantastically 
ideological propaganda of 1940 is most re- 
markable. During the last few months, the 
uniform tone of all Nazi home propaganda, 
including the speeches of the Propaganda 
Minister himself, has been that Germany is 
not fighting about ideals or ideologies, but 
that she is fighting for material gains only, 
and that the way to get them is to take 
them from other people. 

Goebbels himself said in his last speech 
at Munich: “We aren't fighting for lofty 
ideals, More important things are at stake 
—iron and oil and wheat.” 

The impression you get if you listen much 
to any Nazi home propagandist at the mo- 
ment—I mean the impression you get from 
his voice and his manners as well as from 
what hesays—is that he is speaking as one 
disillusioned cynic talking knowingly to 
other equally disillusioned cynics. 

These propagandists are saying to the 
German people that.they must go on fight- 
ing because if they don’t, they will be cold

and hungry, and they are also saying that 
being warm and well fed and comfortable 
is all that really matters and that ideals 
are so much humbug, 

It’s a very remarkable change. When I 
detected the first signs, I wag somewhat 
perplexed. Hitler’s own theory of propa- 
ganda was quite the opposite. He said in 
“Mein Kampf” that the only way to keep 
the German people going was to make them 
believe that they were fighting for ideals. 
He said that, in the last war: “As long as 
the German people still thought they were 
fighting for ideals, they held out. When 
they were made only to fight for their daily 
bread, they prepared to give in.” 

Hitler then went on to declare that the 
German statesmen of 1918 were wrong in 
their policy of telling the Germans that 
they were fighting only for their daily 
bread. He said: “These statesmen never 
grasped the fact that when a man starts 
fighting for economic motives only, he does 
all he can to avoid death, since death would 
forever rob him of the reward of his fight.” 

That is what Hitler wrote in 1924, I 
wondered at first whether Goebbels was 
going off on his own and this materialistic 
line, contrary to Hitler’s propaganda prin- 
ciples. But things don’t happen like that 
in Nazi Germany. Of course, if that ma- 
terialistic tone had appeared for one week 
only, it might have been a temporary prac- 
tice of Dr, Goebbels alone. But a change 
in the whole tone of propaganda could not 
take place and he kept up for months with- 
out Hitler’s approval. 

As the weeks have gone by, I have be- 
come convinced that Hitler as well as Goeb- 


-bels now thinks that the only appeal that 


will have any effect on the German people 
is this simple materialistic one. 
* * * 

Whatever we may think of Hitler’s ca- 
pacity in other directions, his judgment on 
the short-term effects of propaganda on 
the German people is masterly, Thig change 
in the tone of home propaganda is very 
clear evidence that the German people have 
changed—and changed in a way Hitler did 
not at one time expect. 

The young Nazis I used to know in Ger- 
many before the war, and the Nazi soldiers 
and airmen who were taken prisoner by us 
in 1940 and in 1941, were fanatics. Hitler 
had succeeded in producing what he wanted. 

But, unfortunately for him, the process 
does not stop there. Human nature is not 
like clay. It does not simply stay in what- 
ever shape you pack it into, It goes on 
developing on its own. 

If you bring up boys and girls and men 
and women, as the Nazis have brought up 
the German people for the last 10 years, 
you can bring them to a condition of pas- 
sionate, enthusiastic, zestful fanaticism. But 
they don’t stay like that. They come to 
have a feeling of futility, and they end as 
completely disillusioned cynics without 
standards of any kind except the crudest 
materialistic ones. 

This seems to be what’s happening now 
in Nazi Germany. All the evidence I have 
been able to accumulate, from broadcast 
propaganda, from the newspapers, from the 
reports of neutral travelers who have been 
in Germany and from other sources, con- 
firms this.

ACTORS NOT IN SHOWBOAT’S 
CREW, SUPREME COURT RULES 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 
JEFFERSON CITY, Nov. 10.— 
Actors on a showboat are not 
members of the boat crew, even 
though they may assist the deck- 
hands during storms on the river, 
the Missouri Supreme Court held 
today in reversing a St. Louis Cir- 
cuit Court ruling that the owner 
of such a boat that operated at 
St. Louis was exempt from the

New Amendments. 
‘DURHAM, N. C., Nov. 10 (AP). 
—Nine amendments to the Nation- 
al Association agreement and the 
major-minor league rules have 
been submitted for consideration 
at the National Association of Pro- 
fessional Baseball Leagues’ meet- 
ing at Chicago Dec. 4, it was an- 
nounced at the office of Associa- 
tion president William G. Bram- 
ham yesterday.

A Churchill’s speech in London 
today follows: 

I notice, My Lord Mayor, by your 
you had reached the con- 
clusion that news from the various 
fronts has been somewhat better 
lately. 

In our wars, episodes are largely 
adverse but the final result has 
hitherto been satisfactory. Hddies 
swirl around us, but the tide bears 
us forward on its broad, resistless 
flood. 

In the last war we were uphill 
almost to the end. We met with 
continual disappointments and with 
disasters far more bloody than 
anything we have experienced 80 
far in this. 

But in the end all oppositions 
fell together and all our foes sub- 
mitted themselves to our will. 

We have not so far in this war 
taken as many German prisoners 
as they have taken British, but 
the German prisoners will, no 
doubt, come in in droves at the end 
just as they did last time. 

I have never promised anything 
but blood, tears, toil and sweat. 
Now, however, we have a new ex- 
perience. 

We have victory—a remarkable 
and definite victory. The bright 
gleam has caught the helmets of 
our sodliers and warmed and 
cheered all our hearts. 

The late M. Venizelos observed 
that in all her wars England—he 
should have said Britain, of course 
—always won one battle, the last. 
It would seem to have begun 
rather earlier this time. 

Battle of Egypt 

A ‘Decisive Victory.’ 

Gen. Alexander, with his bril- 
liant comrade and lieutenant, Gen.

They have been beaten by many 
of the technical apparatus on which 
they counted to gain domination 
of the world. Especially is this 
true in the air, as of tanks and 
of artillery, which has come back 
into its own. 

The Germans have received that 
measure of fire and steel which 
they have so often meted out to 
others. 


More of the Same 


in Other Theaters. 

Now, this is not the end. It {s 
not even the beginning to the end. 
But it is, perhaps, the end of the 
beginning. 

Hitler’s Nazig will be equally well 
armed and, perhaps, better armed. 
But, henceforward they will have 
to face in many theaters that su- 
periority in the air which they 
have so often used without mercy 
against others and of which they 
boasted all around the world that 
they were to be masters and which 
they intended to use as an instru- 
ment for convincing all other peo- 
ples that all resistance to them 
was hopeless. 

When I read of the coastal road 
crammed with fleeing German ve- 
hicles under the blasting attacks 
of the R, A. F., I could not but re- 
member those roads of France and 
Flanders crowded not with fight- 
ing men but with helpless refugees, 
women and children, fleeing with 
their pitiful barrows and household 
goods upon whom such merciless 
havoc was wreaked.‘ I have, I 
trust, a humane disposition, but I 
must say I could not help feeling 
that whatever was happening, 
however grievous, was only justice 
grimly repaid. 

It will be my duty in the near 
future to give a particular and full 
account of these operations. 

All I,say about them at present 
is that the victory which has al- 
ready been gained gives good pros- 
pects of becoming decisive and 
final so far as the defense of 
Egypt is concerned.

You have, no doubt, read the 
declaration of President Roosevelt, 
solemnly indorsed by His Majes- 
ty’s Government, ofthe strict re- 
spect which will be paid to the 
rights and interests of Spain and 
Portugal, both. by America and 
Great Britain. 

To those countries, our only pol- 
icy is that they shall be inde- 
pendent and free, prosperous and 
at peace. ee 
Britain and the United States 
will do all that we can to enrich 
the economic life of the Iberian 
Peninsula. 

The Spaniards especially, with 
all their troubles, require and de- 
serve peace and recuperation, 
‘Groaning France 

Will Rise Again.’ 

Our thoughts turn toward 
France, groaning in bondage un- 
der the German heel. Many ask 
themselves the question: Is France 
finished? Is that long and famous 
history, marked by so many mani- 
festations of genius, bearing with 
it so much that is precious to cul- 
ture, to civilization and above all, 
to the liberties of mankind, is all 
that how to sink forever into the 
ocean of the past, or will France 
rise again and resume her right- 
ful place in the structure of what 
—* one day be again the family 
of Europe? y 

I gladly say here, on_this con- 
siderable occasion, even now when 
misguided or suborned Frenchmen 
are firing upon their rescuers, that 
I am prepared to stake my faith 
that France will rise again. 

While there are men like Gen. 
De Gaulle and all those who follow 
him—and they are legion through- 
out France—and men like Gen. 
Giraud, that gallant-warrior whom 
no prison can hold, while there are 
men like that to stand forward in 
the name and in the cause of 
France, my confidence in the fu- 
ture of France is sure. 

For ourselves we have no wish 
but to see France free and strong, 
with her empire gathered round 
her and with Alsace-Lorraine re- 
stored. We covet no French pos- 
session, We have no acquisitive de- 
signs or ambitions in North Africa 
or any other part of the world. 
We have not entered this war for 
profit or expansion, but only for 
honor and to do our duty in: de- 
fending the right. 

Let me, however, make this 
clear, in case there should: be any 
mistake about it in any’ quarter: 
We mean to hold our own. I have 
not become the King’s First Min- 
ister in order’ to preside over the 
liquidation of the British Empire. 
For that task, if ever it were pre- 
scribed, someone else would have 
to be found and under a democ- 
racy I suppose the: nation would 
have to be consulted, 

I am proud to be a member of 
that vast commonwealth and soci- 
ety of nations and communities 
gathered in and around the ancient 
British Monarchy without which 
the good cause might well have 
perished from the face of the 
earth. 


‘Rock of Salvation : 
In Drifting World.’ 


Here we are and here we nd, 
a veritable rock of salvation in this 
drifting world. There was a time 
not long agu when for a whole 
year we stood all alone. Those 
days, thank God, have gone. We 
now move forward in a great and 
gallant company. For our record 
we have nothing to fear. We have 
no need to make excuses or apolo- 
gies. Our record pleads for us, and 
we shall get gratitude in the 
breasts of every man and woman 
in every part of the world. 

As I have said, in this war we 
have no territorial aims. We de- 
sire no commercial favors, we wish 
to alter no sovereignty or frontier 
for our own benefit. 

We have come into North Africa 
shoulder to shoulder with our 
American friends and allies for one 
purpose and one purpose only; 
namely, to gain a vantage ground 
from which to open a new front 
against Hitler and Hitlerism, to 
cleanse the shores of Africa from 
the stain of Nazi and Fascist 
tyranny, to open the Mediterra- 


ence of the enemy. 

These two African undertakings, 
in the East and in the West, were 
part of a single strategic and po- 
litical conception which we, had 
labored long to bring to fruition 
and about which we are now justi- 
fied in entertaining good and rea- 
sonable. confidence. 

Taken together they were a 
grand design, vast in its scope, 
honorable in its motive and noble 
in its aim, 

British and American forces con- 
tinue to prosper in the Mediter- 
ranean. The whole event will be 
a new bond between the English- 
speaking people and a new hope 
for the whole world.

ONE-WEEK POST-INDUCTION 
FURLOUGH DATE CORRECTION 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 10 (AP).— 
The effective date for shortening 
the post-induction furlough for se- 
lectees from two weeks to one 
week will vary in the nine Army 
service commands, Nationa] Selec- 
tive Service headquarters said to- 
day, but the new policy will be 
adopted throughout the country 
“during the month of November.” 

In an announcement yesterday, 
Nov. 17 was fixed as the effective 
date of the change, but officials 
said this was incorrect.

BRITISH UNION MAN'S VIEW 
ON CONSCRIPTING MAN POWER 


Wartime man-power conscription 
tn the United States would be “a 
good thing,” if it could be made to 
operate along the lines of indus- 
trial conscription in England, Her- 
bert Hodge, English union mem- 
ber touring this country under the 
auspices of the American Work- 
ers’ Educational Bureau, said at 
Hotel De Soto today. 

“It has worked fairly in Eng- 
land,” Hodge, a London bus driver, 
stated, “because the Minister of 
Labor sees to it that both em- 
ployer and employe gets a square 
deal. The Minister of Labor and 
national service have complete 
contro] over all man and woman 
power in the country.” 

Hodge, who is also a playwright 
and author, and has frequently 
broadcast by short wave from 
London relating stories of the 
workingman’s life in wartime Brit- 
ain, told a Post-Dispatch reporter, 
“This visit is wonderful. It gives 
me the chance to tell workers here 
what is happening down my street 
and learn what’s happening down 
theirs. We in England didn't know 
enough about the ordinary people 
over here, and you didn’t know 
enough about our ordinary people 
before the war.” 


ODT CUTS BUS SERVICE 
IN 6 CITIES TO SAVE TIRES 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 10 (AP).— 
The Office of Defense Transporta- 
tion ordered today drastic curtail- 
ments in bus-wervicd in six major 
cities—Baltimore, Chicago, Cincin- 
nati, New York, Philadelphia, and 
Richmond—to save rubber and 
equipment, 

ODT Director Joseph B. East- 
man estimated the curtailments 
would save almost 100 million bus 
tire miles a year, equivalent to 
what would be consumed by a fleet 
of 400 busses in a year’s time. 

Eastman said the orders were in- 
tended primarily to divert local 
passenger traffic from rubber to 
rails, and expressed a hope that the 
action would serve as an incentive 
to all cities having street car sys- 
tems still in operation to adopt 
similar curtailments,

I watched thees tear watches 
from American wrists and slap or 
prod with a bayonet those men 
who protested. Many Americans 
were still wandering about aim- 
lessly, apparently as dazed as I 
was. At that time—only a ‘ew 
hours after the surrender—the 
Japanese hadn’t yet put all the 
men into concentration camps. 
Perhaps, they realized the men 
were too weak, too worn out phy- 
sically and mentally exhausted, to 
move very far anyway. Some 
Americans had collapsed by the 
trail] and the Japs were taunting 
them to stand if they dared. The 
Jap soldiers were rifling the pock- 
ets evidently of dead Americans. 
There wasn’t a Nipponese officer 
to be seen any place. They were 
letting the enlisted men enjoy the 
spoils of victory in their own way. 
I saw groups of Japanese clustered 
around our wounded, apparently 
mocking them and Americans in 
general for our defense of the Phil- 
ippines. 


Jap Looters. 

Then my turn came. I was walk- 
ing on toward Cab Cabin when I 
felt a tentative jab in my back 
and some words spoken in Jap- 
anese. I wheeled about to face 
a pair of leering Shinto soldiers. 
Insolently they ripped off my wrist 
watch and dug their hands into 
the pockets of my coveralls, look- 
ing for money. 

I had already anticipated that— 
the money was in my socks long 
before I started up the trail. One 
of them poked about my person 
nonchalantly with his bayonet. I 
don’t think I was very worried; 
they didn’t look very impressive 
once I was face to face with them. 
Finally one of the soldiers grunted 
out sufficient English to convey 
that he wanted a cigarette. I of- 
fered him the package the Filipino 
had given me. He turned it down 
with a pained bellow, “No, don’t 
want. Want American cigaret.” I 
think they were the only English 
phrases he knew. Apparently my 
popularity wasn’t increased by my 
failure to produce the desired com- 
modity. 


The soldiers held another confer- 
ence and then launched a new in- 
spection of my clothes. After tak- 
ing what little they could, one of 
them shoved a bayonet in my back 
and said something in Japanese 
which I took to mean get going. €@ 
did. They took me down the road 
toward Cab Cabin and into an area 
where about 350 Americans were 
being detained temporarily until 
regular concentration camps were 
set up. I only saw a few friends, 
and most of the men, utterly ex- 
hausted, mentally and physically, 
were attempting to sleep. Anyway, 
it was the best means to keep from 
incurring Jap wrath. Lieut. Bert 
Schwartz, who had been in my 
unit up at the front line, was there 
and apparently well, although ev- 
eryone was extremely tired. 

The bombardment of seven days 
preceding the fall of Bataan had 
taken just about all we had in 
physical reserve. Lieutenants Da- 
vid Hockman of New York City 
and Joseph Ginsburg of Newcastle, 
Pa., were the only others I saw 
from my outfit in the camp. While 
we were standing around waiting 
for something, I don’t think anyone 
of us knew quite what we watched 
as we surveyed the scene, There 
wasn’t much use in our fighting 
against the situation. There would 
be more bloodshed if we did. I 
don’t think any of us really be- 
lieved it was all over. It was 
more like a bad dream. 

Discussed Grim Sights. 

The officers and men who were 
awake were discussing the grim 
sights they had seen during the 
past 48 hours. A few were com- 
plaining because they had left be- 
hind something they especially 
wanted. I remember one officer 
who was absolutely burned up that 
he had missed the Tokyo news be- 
cause of the sudden retreat and 
surrender.

Picking up a piece of board on 
the way, I hit the surf swimming. 


but, fortunately for me, 
marksmanship that day was bad, 
I kept swimming toward the 
boat, using the same bobbing and 
ducking tactics I had used in the 
river in my first escape, and prob- 
ably worrying as much about the 
sharks as I did about the rifle fire. 
All the way to the boat I kept re- 
membering the stories I had heard 
natives tell of the fierce tiger 
sharks in the bay. Natives never 
swam in Manila Bay itself unless 
they were intent on committing 
suicide. I made the boat, though. 
When I clambered aboard I appar- 
ently passed out immediately from 
lack of food, water and rest. 

I must have slept for about five 
hours. Awakening, I naturally as- 
sumed the Japs had given up try- 
ing to catch me. There was no 
one around and everything was un- 
disturbed. I found a small boat on 
the Corregidor side of the raft-like 
barge I had been sleeping on so I 
cut it loose and gofin. . 
Within 30 seconds I found out 
that my Shinto friends hadn't for- 
gotten me. I was caught in a 
cross fire of machine gun bullets 
trained smack on the boat and me. 
The first bursts were high but the 
second went right through the boat 
and two bullets hit the left oar, 
knocking it out of my hand. About 
this time I figured that I had bet- 
ter part company with the boat 
pronto. I jumped overside, got in 
front of the boat and pulled it 
along, keeping the boat between 
the Japs and me. I repeated the 
procedure three times until I was 
finally out of range. 


dor two Marines helped me get the 
boat ashore. The tiny craft was 
half filled with water and had 40 
machine gun holes through it. It 
reminded me of a Chinese checker- 
board. I pulled into Corregidor 
while the island was undergoing a 
tremendous concentrated bombard- 
ment from the Japanese positions 
at Cavite and farther up the Ba- 
taan Peninsula. The whole island 
seemed to shake as ton after ton 
of steel thhdded into it. I didn’t 
know which was worse, being ma- 
chined gunned by the Japanese in 
a rowboat or being on the “Rock” 
during heavy bombardment.

|. THE KITCHEN MATCHES 


ATCHES, according to the 
M purpose they serve, are of two 

kinds. There are matches used 
by a husband to light his pipe, and 
matches used by a wife to light 
the gas burner under the oven, 
the candles on the table and the 
trash in the incinerator.

Don't Take My Word for It

A radio announcer writes, “I’m 
not sure, from Webster’s diacrit- 
ical marks, how the ‘ture of na- 
ture, feature, picture, etc., should 
be pronounced, Can you help me?” 


From a casual reading of Web- 
ster’s pronunciation of the word 
nature, for example, one might 
assume that “Nay-tyoor” is how 
the word should be said.

There's Joy in Arkansas Ozarks, for Isabel France, the 
'Hills of Home’ Woman, Is Again Writing Poetry in 
Prose From Her Retreat in Hide-Away Hollow.

MOUNTAINBURG, Ark., Nov. 10. 
HERE is joy in the Arkansas 
Ozarks and farther afield, and 
in soldiers’ camps across the 

ocean waters, because Isabel 


France, the sweet singer of Foggy . 


Bayou, is singing again of the 
Hills of Home. 

For years Isabel wrote prose 
poetry for the Southwest Ameri- 
can of Fort Smith—calling her 
column Hills of Home—with such 
beauty and depth of feeling that 
she won wide acclaim. Then, 
last spring, she stopped writing 
for the newspaper so she could 
finish a book. There were many 
protests but she was heedless of 
them until, the other day, she re- 
sumed her column because a home- 
sick soldier, somewhere in Aus- 
tralia, missed it so and wrote her, 
asking that she resume it. 

Wilburn Osborne was the sol- 
dier’s name, though here in the 
hills they called him Jody-Up-the- 
Holler. “I like everything fine,” 
he wrote, “except that I get awful 
homesick sometimes. I don’t worry 
about Dad and Mom because I 
know they’re all right, but I miss 
the news in Hills of Home. Won't 
you please write again like you 
used to?” 

“I can’t let that boy down,” said 
Mrs, France, “nor all the other 
Arkansas boys that have gone 
away to war. I will write Hills of 
Home for them if I have to run 
out to the hen house and get eggs 
to pay the postage. It answers the 
hunger in their hearts.” 7 

So, come Sunday, there was the 
Hills of Home column in the paper 
and with it her explanation: 

“A grand Ozark mountain 
youngin’ stationed somewhere in 
Australia is responsible for the 
return of this colunm. He shore 
does miss a-readin’ about the 
doin’s at home. 

“He was never spiled with book 
larnin’. Didn’t have a chance to 


be, with three months a year win-. 


ter schoolin’, but he knows things 
about the Ozarks’ treasure stores— 
where the mostest lady slippers 
grow, and where the white wood 


violets bloom. Where sweet anise - 


grows the thickest and watercress 
the tenderest. How to. know the 
trees and shrubs by their spring 
blossoms, summer foliage, autumn 
colors, winter buds, bark and grain 
of wood, 

“Be it granted to this Jody-Up- 
the-Holler and to all the others 
that they may behold again their 
beloved hills of home.” 

Mrs. France went on, telling 
Jody-Up-the-Holler and all the 
others overseas about autumn in 
the hills of home: . 


“The time-worn sugar maple is 
a proud scariet. . . . Compassed 
around with vivid colors of sweet- 
gum, black-gum, maple; sassafras 
and sumac, the old scalybark hick- 
ory tree glows like Aunt Caldony’s 
brass lamp .. . the ‘lighted leaves’ 
come showering down with every 
passing breeze .. . Dark green 
alders and witchhazel hang over the 
creek bank, They have ‘fended the 
frost’ from the cardinal flowers. 
... The air is filled with fragrant 
drying herbs and the last musca- 
dines that spread across tree-top 
branches. ... War has clouded the 
color of human. life. but heaven 
goes right on gloriously coloring 
the Ozarks.”

UDGED by what she wrote, 
Isabel would be a person worth 
knowing better. The path 

that leads to her step-rock is hard 
to find because she lives in Hide~ 
Away Hollow, deep in the Hills 
of Home about which she writes. 
The segrch for it is a test of 
friendship and finding it a trav- 
eler’s triumph. One who drives 
along the skyway where the hills 
are highest, and stops to inquire, is 
told that Isabel France lives “over 
there.” There is a sweep of the 
arm which takes in miles of moun- 
tains and mist-filled vales. In one 
of those vales, off there in Foggy 
Bayou, you are told, you will find 
her if you go far enough and look 
long enough. Down the slab a 
piece you will come to Granny 
Summerses’ house. Turn off there 
into Creek road and follow it and 
bimeby you'll come to Shepherd’s 
Springs, a mile from the head of 
Lake Fort Smith. in the shadder 
of Piney Point, That’s where she 


lives and belikes she’ll be at home, 
for she seldom ever comes out 
of the bayou. 


You drive miles along Creek 


Road, which is narrow and crooked 
and rocky, without seeing a habi- 
tation and then you come to where 
Isabel lives.

Setting awhile on her harth rock 
and later in the bright sunshine on 
the porch, Mrs. France told how 
it came about that she began writ- 
ing her Hills of Home, At the 
time of the dedication of Lake 
Fort Smith, a mort of furriners 
came flocking into her valley and 
found fun in the natives that they 
saw there. The natives, on their 
hand, including Mrs, France, found 
a lot of fun in the furriners: After 
they had gone she sat down and 
wrote a sprightly piece about the 
doings of the day and sent it to 
the Fort Smith paper. It was pub- 
lished and the editor asked for 
more, She wrote other pieces, 
more in the mood of the nature- 
lover that she was and is, and 
called the column Hills of Home. 
Into them, as the seasons came 
and went, she poured the lore of 
nature and her love of human- 
kind.

Twice weekly there 
was a musical comedy at the local 
theater, and the Kuibyshev ballet 
company, inferior to the great 
Bolshoi Ballet of Moscow but still 
perhaps better than any ballet in 
America .or Britain, performed 
“Don Quixote,” gayest of all ballets, 

Such diversions took our minds 
off the slaughter going on 700 
miles west of us; they took our 
minds off the constant battle with 
the Press Bureau, by far the 
toughest censorship in the world. 
We tried desperately to get to the 
front, and, failing that, to Moscow, 
but had no success. We almost 
made it, though, We persuaded 
a Russian playwright, Afinogenov, 
to intercede for us. He obtained 
permission to go to Moscow, where 
he was to see military authorities 
who might grant us permission to 
get out of what amounted to exile. 
He left, despite the fact that his 
new play, “Mashenka,” was to open 
the next night. When the curtain. 
went up on “Mashenka” at 8:30, he 
had an appointment somewhere 
else. At 8:30 that night he was 
killed by a bomb in Moscow.

HE main street of Kuibyshev 

was pleasant enough. It was wide 

and well-paved and, until the 
blackout was ordered, well-lighted.

The Nazi high command 
wanted its soldiers to be happy.

It was an old tale heard of a 
hundred times before. Its accuracy 
cannot be doubted. Hoping to win 
favor from the natives of occupied 
Russia, the Germans had left the 
Soviet women reasonably alone. In- 
variably, they bring in their female 
prisoners of war to amuse the 
troops. The stories of refugees 
from front-line towns varied sel- 
dom, except in detail. But always, 
even though the towns were sepa~- 
rated by 500 miles, there was the 
story of the enslaved women of 
Poland and Czecho-Slovakia. Army 
morale must be maintained. They 
didn’t have bread and circuses to 
give their soldiers; they gave them 
women instead, 


The stories told by recently freed 
Poles were not pretty either. I 
spoke to four one day a doctor, a 
schoolmaster, an accountant and 
an engineer. All were pitifully thin 
but each, despite his two years of 
Russian prisons, had volunteered 
to join Gen. Anders’ army. Only 
one of them broke down while tell- 
ing hig story. The accountant, a 
wisp of a man with a thin beard, 
suddeny began to cry. I think it 
was because we—I was with a

Then he wiped his tears away 
with his tattered sleeve and apol- 
ogized. “It is the first time in more 
than two years,” he said, “that I 
have shown any weakness.” 

“And now?” I asked him. 

“And now I hope I will live long 

enough to kill some Germans,” he

This, then, was Kuibyshev. There 
was boredom among the corre- 
spondents and the diplomats. 
There was almost unbelievable 
misery among the refugees. There 
was everything except a spirit of 
defeatism. Not even the most 
miserable refugee, waiting in line 
for hours to get a bowl of soup 
and a bit of bread, would admit 
that there is the slightest chance 
of-Germany conquering this vast 
country. And there was nothing 
but universal admiration for Stalin, 
the man who stayed in Moscow. 
Timoshenko and Budenny and Vo- 
roshiloy were almost household 
deities, and every man, woman 
and child in this Volga city knew 
that they would eventually be vic- 
torious. Kuibyshev was magnifi- 
cent in her shabbiness.
